It 
is most probable that our building 
will be of limestone, as there are no 
sandstone quarries in this section. 

Mr Gary in his first telegram em- 
phasized that the new post- 
office would be built, and the fact 
that all the bids submitted were 
within the amount appropriated by 
Congress at the close of the last ses- 
sion, leaves no doubt that work will 
be begun as soon as practicable, pro 
vided the bids comply with the spec 
ifications in every detail. Mr Ga- 
ry and the officials, after talking the 
matter over, came to no definite 
conclusion and the officials named 
October 10th as the .(lay for a final 
consideration The appropriation 
was $75,000. The Northern Con 
struction Co. and the George Beck- 
ing Co , of St. Louis submitted a bid 
for $71,000 each, but the rating of 
one of the companies may kill their 
bid. The rating of the Forbes M fg. 
Co. is in the top notch. 

Mr. Gary will get back today but 
will return on or before the 8th to 
secure the contract, which every- 
body here would be glad to see.
